In response to restriction requirement in office action mailed on December 1, 2005, Applicants have elected without traverse Group 
VI claims 16, 17, 27, 28, 29, 30 and 32, however Applicants' written response failed to elect a sequence from Table 1 of the instant 
specification. Since the elected group is that of group VI, which is directed to a method of use of polypeptide of Mippl homologous 
protein for the manufacture of a medicament, the election from Table 1 should be directed to a polypeptide. However it is reiterated 
that no sequence from Table 1 was identified in the above listed response. See 37 CFR 1.111,
